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Amendment s to the Specification 

Please replace the paragraph at lines 12-19 of page 3 with the following rewritten pardgmph: 

As shown in Figure 1 of the drawings^ a building component which is indicated generally by 
reference numeral 10, comprises a rectangular Iramc assembled from vertical and horizontal lengths 
of lumber and, mnre particularly, the fiame is fonned by horizontal top and bottom rails 12 and 14, 
by opposite vertical side members 16 and by vertical studs 18 spaced apart fiom one another, in a 
conventional manner, between the side members 1 6 and extending between the top and bottom rails 
1 2 and 14. These lengths of lumber are comiected to one another, i n a con veiiti onal manner, by nails 
(not shown), and in addition metal comer connectors or reinforcements 20 are provided at the four 
comers of the frame, interposed between and interconnecting the top and bottom rails 1 2 and 1 4 and 
tlic side uiembcrs 16' 

Please replace the paragraph bridgmg pages 4 and 5 and the first two complete paragraphs of page 
5 by the following amended paragraphs;- 

One of the comer reinforcements 20 is shown in greater detail in Figure IB and comprises a box- 
shaped section 30 having fuui sides 32, 33, 34 and 35 a horizontal top wall 32, vercical side walls 
3,^ and 35 and a horizontal bottom wall 34 : laterally extending flange 36 and 37 projecting 
horizontally from the sides vertical side walls 33 and 35 and a vertically extending flange 38 
projecting upwardly )&om the side 32, ix, the to p , horizontal top wall 32 of the box-shaped section 
30. More particxilarly, the flanges 36 and csxtcnd from the mid-sections of the sides 33 and 32, 
which as can be seen from Figure 1 A are dimensioned so that the flanges 36 and 37 fit snugly on top 
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of the rails 14 of an adjacent pair of the firames of Figure 1 , wiiile the vertical flange 38 fits between 
» ■! v ft rt i eal x i dc fi and in face-to-face contact, laterally thereof, with t he vertical side members 1 6 of 
these two frames. The flongeo 36, 37 and 38 are secured to the frames by nails or staples (not 
shown), widi the enda> of the luaib c i in abutment with th e box-shaped section 30 a pair of vertical 
lengths of lu n^l ygr- i.e. the side members 16, in abutment longitudinally thereof, wi th the horizontal 
top wall 32. and in face-to-face contacL latcrallv lliereof^ with th e vertical flange 38> and with the 
hortzontaUengthsoflumber^i.e. the rails 14Jnabutmentlonritu dinallv 
of the side wallfi 3!^ and 35, as illustr ated in Figure 1 A. 

The modified comer connector shown in Figure 1 C and indicated generally by reference numeral 20a 
has a box-shaped section 30a widi lateral horizontal and vertical flanges 37a and 38a, but in this case 
the flanges 37a and 38a are located in aligmnent with sides 34aand3Saat the bottom wall and one 
side wjFill of the box-shaped section 30a. This comer connector 20a is intended for connection to the 
lumber of only one of the frames, so as to not project from the frame. If required, tiie comer 
connecter 20a of Figure IC can be further modified by the addition of a vertical flange 40 (Figure 
4) extending along one or both longitudinal sides of the lateral flange 36* 17a and .<«scnired to the rail 
14 by nails or stales (not shown). 

In the making of the building component 10, the lengths of lumber are firstly connected to one 
another by nailing and by tlic comer r einfo r cem e nts f^ttar^hinp t hem to the metal comer connectors 
in the matmer described above in order to form the frame, and the heat insulating foam material 22 
is then injected into the frame so as to form Ihc heal insuliOii^ b«rxic* 24. 
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
